Mr. Storey said education is 
a difficult task and although 
we have a fine, building and 
complete staff (in numbers) 
many schools were in a worse 
plight. 

“The Education Department 
is not an ogre,, cheeseparing 
and cutting you down in staff, 
equipment and buildings—they 
have to work within the limits 
of their resources and it is 
Hmits we come up 
against," he said. 

Mr. Storey reported that of 
495 students, 51 were in Form 
Vv. which is quite a size for a 
school of this| nature. He 
pointed out to parents how im- 
portant it was {for Form V. 
students to have a suitable 
place in the horhe to study— 
there must be good lighting, 
reasonable warmth in winter, 
and peace and quiet from 7 to 
9 or 10 p.m., from Monday to 
Thursday night at the least. 


One of the bigest myths 
is parents who think stu- 
dents should be taught all 
in school and ige given no 
homework. Only occasionly 
do pupils have too much 
homework. A teacher will 


more and more vital. 


not overset homework as 
he has to correct it. If 50 
pupils are asked to write 
a three to four page essay 
this takes a lot of time out- 
side school hours for correc- 
tion. 


In the higher forms the 
students get fewer and fewer. 
If Form I. pupils only 10% 
will reach matriculation level, 
the others dropping out along 
the way. To be able to reach 
matriculation level a Form I. 
student needs at least an 80% 
pass in a valid examination. 


Parents are cruel in de- 
manding students to stay at 
school after reaching their in- 
tellectual limitation. They do 
not expect a young child to 
carry too heavy a load of 
bricks, but when a child 
reaches his limit at school they 
try to force him to go on. 
Some children are working to 
capacity and reach their limit- 
ations early, others are falling 
out along the way up. 


The school wants students 
to stay until their limitation 
is reached,

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TRANSPORT INQUIRY EVIDENCE 


The Transport Board was invited to give evidence to the Parliamen- 
tary Public Works Committee, and their evidence related mainly to the 
private bus routes in the Altona area operated by Mr. J. H. Joiner. The 
following points of interest were contained in this-evidence— 


An examination of the timetables of Altona Bus 
Lines will reveal that, on both of the two routes, a 
comprehensive service is not operated, and whilst it 
can be said that the public always seek more service 
than is provided, the present frequency on the 
Footscray route seems to cater for all reasonable 
demands arising. There is a possibility that, as time 
goes on, additional service will be 


particular route. 


In regard to the Williams- 
town route, however, careful 
examination by the Board has 
revealed that it is not possible 
to provide any more service 
han is at present provided 
Rnd in November 1962, when 
Mhe operator lost a subsidy, 
which he had previously re- 
ceived from the Petroleum Re- 
fineries Australia Pty. Ltd., 
fer the carriage of workmen 
to and from their plant, the 
Board authorised the discon- 
tinuance of all service after 
7.30 p.m. and one afternoon 
trip at 2.35 p,m. from Altona. 


The operator has indicated 
in recent discussions that he 
may yet be forced to apply 
for a further reduction of 
service on this route because 
there has been a tendency 
for the number of passengers 





carried to decrease and for 
the revenue to decline. 


The Board has always en- 
visaged that this situation 
may occur. The route itself 
passes through an area where 
there. is quite an amount of 
swamp and industrial devel- 

ment and a rifle range. 


“There does not seem to be 
amy real potential for de- 
velopment of additional traffic 
along this route and, in the 
main, such development as 
has occurred along the route 
has been the establishment of 
additional industrial plants 
which has increased the re- 
quirements for vehicles but 
has not increased any traffic 
during off-peak periods. The 
school traffic is also a prob- 
lem, 





The Board’s experience is 
that, when industrial plants 
are located in new areas 
(guided along the lines en- 
visaged in the Melbourne and 
Metropolitan Board of Works 
Master Plan) in the majority 
of cases the bulk of the traffic 
travels in private motor 
vehicles, and very little traffic

Additional traffic during 
peak periods only increases 
the operator’s problems, and 
this is particular true in 
this instance as there is very 
little possibility of improv- 
ing off-peak traffic, 


The Board has not found an 
answer to the question of 
providing comprehensive pas- 
senger transport facilities by 
means of private bus services 
in certain outer-metropolitan 
areas where housing and in- 
dustrial development has oc- 
curred; nor, so far as it can 
ascertain, has the answer been 
found in other States cr 
countries. 


It is pretty clear to observers 
that the problem largely 
Springs from the increased use 
of private motor vehicles, 
which reduces traffic in off- 
cases, reduced traffic to such 
peak periods. The added im- 
pact of television has, in many 
a level that service at nights 
can no longer be provided. 


In regard to the operation 
of the Footscray route, traffic 
bas improved and frequencies 
have been increased. The fact 
that this has occurred has 
assisted in the retention of 
the Williamstown route at ex- 
isting standards. The present 
position in regard to develop- 
ment on the Footscray route 
is that housing is increasing 
in the area from Douglas 
Parade to Geelong Road. 


It is the Board’s view, the 
main reason for the build- 
up of traffic on this route 
is that Footscary offers a 
number of attractions and 
shopping facilities superior 
to those which are provided 
in North Williamstown. 


Another factor which would 
need to be taken into account 
in regard to the general! plan- 
ning of transport facilities in 
the area is the question of 
construction of a tunnel un- 
der the Yarra at Sposwood. 
This would mean that the

Altona and Williamstown 
areas would then be in much 
more direct contact with the 
city area. It would seem that 
in the circumstances an ap- 
plication would probably be 
made to operate a bus Service 
from the Altona or Williams- 
town areas via the tunnel to 
the city. It is not known 
whether such a service would 
be provided by public or pri- 
vate enterprise but it is prob- 
able that the Melbourne and 
Metropolitan Tramways Board 
which now operate a service 
along Williamstown Road as 
far as the Princess of Tas- 
mania terminal would be in- 
terested in an extension of 
service.
